Nanking, the policy of the Gov- 
ernment was to leave nothing 
undone which might facilitate a 
peaceful solution.

[gave the initiative to the North. 
This justified their claim to be

balance. The adoption of a 
different line of action against 
the South is understandable, 
apart altogether from the lessons 
learnt last year.

It has 
in fact, made the present re- 
bellion’of little’ real financial 
significance. If it were not for 
the definite and precise chal-

It is matehed by the vehem-| 
ence with which the malcontents 
assert that the basis of their 
appeal lies in frreconcilable 
hostility to General Chiang Kai- 
shek himself. This inevitably 
strengthens ‘the Government’s 
determination to make swiftness 
the keynote of their actions, 
Any faltering at this moment! 
Would inevitably give the, im- 
pression that there was, within 
the ranks of the Government, 
some sympathy with the feeling 
against the man who has just 
received from the National 
People’s Convention a decisive 
confirmation of his policy. 
Whether the charges of auto- 
cratic conduct have substance 
or not, the Government are 
bound either to vindicate their 
leader or to ‘submit to the 
demand for his removal. More- 
over, although there has, as yet, 
come from the North no sign 
of sympathy with Canton, it 
would be unwise to rely on a. 
continuance of this attitude, on

Both the yachts Nidavos and Che- 
idon arrived. in pore. to-day’ after 
4 splendid voyage, and only a day 
late on our programme of four and 
‘a half days.” We left Shanghai at 

) panion Saturday, and fot down 
to Woosang comfortably ‘enough. 
Onee ‘away’ from the Whangpoo, 
‘however, we encountered very ronigh 
‘weather, which continued until the 
Saddle Islands were reached. 

Our yacht, the Nidaros, passed 
close to the inward bound Canadian 
Pacific str, Empress of Asia near} 
the Fairway Booy at 11.30 a.m. on 
Sunday, and the passengers gave 
Us a cheer. We shouted up to the 
bridge to. ask what the weather 
‘was like, and received the encourag- 
Ing news that. the depression was 
passing. In Shanghal jose before 
Sailings we bad been warned by the 
Rev. Father Gherai of Siecawel Ob- 
servatory regarding the depression, 
and advised not to start uatil Mon: 
day ov Tuesday when the depression 
‘would be past. 

‘This proved to be only too true, 
fas when we got clear of the Saddles 
Doth yachts ‘were becalmed, the de- 
pression having made its way else 
‘whore and left not a pu of wind 
for us. We could see the Chelidon 
in the distance at this time, 

‘The calm lasted for 36 hours, 
during “which time ‘the yachts 
drifted idly.” On Tuesday morning

finding that she had anchored at

‘On Thursday there was a wonder- 
ful breeze, We found that we were 
dadly of our course, being 60 miles 
too far south, 0 we set our balloon 
Sib and Went along at « spanking 
Yate on a corrected course.

Tours we logged 158 miles, 

We had no sight of Jand on 
‘Thursday, the day on which se 
should have acvived if the wind bad 
not failed us, but early on Friday 
morning we pleked up the coast. 
Carrying: on with our north-easterly 
courne we passed Twojima. Island 
Shortly after 11 am,, and picked up 
Nagasaki, 

Here we finally dvopped anchor at 
4 pam, close to the Chelidon, which 
hat afchored shortly after 8am.
